One hundred and seven new cards have been issued. 

The year just closing has been one of the busiest in 
the history of the library, as will be seen by the circu- 
lation. The large number of school children who visit 
the library, together with an increasing number of older 
patrons, means that many books are in circulation and 
that the library is being appreciated more and more, as 
it richly deserves. A library of this size and character 
cannot help but exert a good influence in the town. 
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We are somewhat cramped for room, and more or less 
Confusion is inevitable during the rush hours, but a 
strong effort is made to meet the wants of the patrons 
in the quickest possible time. 

More non-fiction and periodicals have been in circu- 
lation than ever before. It may be that events of the 
past year or two have created a desire for more infor- 
mation. At any rate, more solid reading is asked for 
by the people, and this demand is splendidly met by the 
well-selected books of non-fiction and by the array of 
periodicals and reference books provided by the book 
committee. 

The frequent handling of the books of course wears 
them, but a great deal of unnecessary wear could be 
avoided if patrons would kindly observe the following 
cautions: 

Do not leave the book open face downwards. It tears 
them. 

Do not turn leaves from the bottom. It tears them. 

Do not shake the book by the covers to find the card. 
it shakes the book out of the binding. 

On stormy days wrap the book in paper. Moisture 
_ discolors and warps it. 

When loose leaves are found, kindly leave them in 
the book to be fastened in by the librarian, instead of 
destroying them. 

Will not the parents co-operate with the librarian in 
teaching the children to love their books and to handle 
them more carefully?
